est gratification to me. It is a great 
plan for true water conservation and 
beneficial use.. . .1 am proud of it.' 


"Today I am prouder of It still, 


for the promise has been kept, the 
•work has been done and I am dou- 
bly proud of the way it has been 
carried out." 
Tracing the development of plans 


for the project -which provides for 
the impounding of millions of gal- 
lons of water, preservation of fish 
and animal life and recreational en- 
joyment of the state'» residents, the 
governor declared: 


Traces History. 


"For many years the possibility of 


draining the Pymatuning swamp was 
advocated, but the conception of 
building a reservoir for flood control 
and river regulation was compara- 
tively recent." 


In 1868, he continued, the general 


assembly provided for a survey and 
estimate of expenses for reclaiming 
Pymatuning swamp land and a sur- 
vey was made. 
Later, in . 1909, wheri plans for 


draining the area were submitted to 
the water commission, that body re- 
fused to approve the scheme after 
protests -were made pointing out that 
the swamp was a valuable water 
storage area helping to maintain the 
dry weather flow of the Beaver and 
Shenango rivers. 


Then the legislature, in 1913, pass- 


ed the "Pymatuning dam act," and 
appropriated $100,000. No money was 
spent, however, until 1921, when the 
first land purchases were made with 
appropriations which had accrued in 
the interim, 


Got Money's Worth. 


"The state has got its money's 


worth in full measure," the governor 
said in a. brief -word of praise lor 
the integrity of purpose displayed by 
Lewis E. Staley, secretary of forests 
and powers, and by the water and 
power resources board and the work- 
ers under its supervision. 
"It is .most gratifying to me to 


know that the state appropriations 
for the project materially relieved 
the 
unemployment situation 
in 


northwestern Pennsylvania," Gover- 
nor Pinchot added, "and particular- 
ly that such a large portion of the 
money spent was utilized for "labor 
pp;Tolls in clearing the reservoir." 


Pour major operations were neces- 


sary in the construction program 
for the- giant artificial lake, he ex- 
plained. They were: 


Program of Construction. 


1—Construction of the dam itself. 


Begun in September, 1931, the mas- 
sive wall was completed in the spring 
of 1933.

But there is no need to get excited about possible famine^ 


Neither is there any excuse for wild increases in the price of food 
nor for the toleration of profiteering in its distribution. 


While drought has turned large food-producing areas into 


temporary deserts, other sections of the nation have crops meas-, 
urably above the average. - Generally speaking, the eastern- and 
southeastern states have not been /seriously affected by the dry 
v/e.atlier which has plagued the midwest. 
Likewise the Pacific 


states are producing more thaa average yields of foodstuffs. 


Furthermore, there are the heavy surpluses of staple food 


products overhanging the markets for years. Now they can be 
used up, supplementing any possible shortages in current produc- 
tion. 


It is on the basis of these facts that President Roosevelt and 


Secretary Wallace prepare policies aimed to prevent drought 
profiteering. 
Wallace warns that living costs may be expected 


to rise in the fall, but is justified in his-estimate that the increase 
should not be more than 6 or 7 per cent. 


The government lias the power to prevent unreasonable 


increases. 
That authority will be invoked, as it should be, 


against any who seek to cash in on the drought. .

OUR BLIND. STREETS 


You're driving along'and you start 
to make a turn into another street. 


But there at the corner, you see a 


sign that'warns you it is a "blind 
street"... .If you go up that street, 
you'll merely have 'to turn around 
and come back, wasting time and 
gasoline. Nobody you know lives on 
that street: it doesn't go anywhere: 
you have no business on it 
So 


you don't make the turn. 


That's obvious enough. So obvious 
that it's hardly worth mentioning. 


.• And yet there are many blind 
streets; and .we.make the turns and 
go along them, sometimes 
fully 


aware that they ARE streets that 
don't. go anywhere. 


Envy is a blind street. Envy 


makes you sick, makes you hard, 
leads to no benefits at all. 
> 


Malice is a blind street. -We say 


bitter things about 
people, 
half 


ashamed 'of ourselves as we say 
them, and they bounce back and hit 
us In the face. 


Revenge is a blind street. It, has 


been called .blind justice, but it is 
no justice, at all. Revenge is sup- 
posed to make things even and to 
right the injury you have received 


i But it does not: instead it tilts the 
1 scale against you. 


Self-indulgence is a blind street. 


You do things that you know are 
harmful to you, knowing all .the 
time that you will'regret them, but 
you do them just the same. 


Self-pity, another form of self- 


indulgence, is f.e. blind street. It 
draws down the 
corners of your 


mouth and inspires distaste rather 
than pity in other people. 


Anger is a blind street. Even what 


we ' like to call "righteous anger" 
is blind and has the same effect 
on us as 'the anger that we all de- 
plore. 


Selfishness is a blind street. It 
turns in upon us and strips us of 
the liking of our friends. 


There are blind streets all around 


us and though they are not marked 
with signs that a child can read, 
nevertheless we KNOW they are 
blind and will never take us into the 
open country of a happier life 
Then why do we take them? 


A FALSE PICTURE 


Burke confessed that he did not know how to indict a nation, but 


some of our rash and headlong radicals find no difficulty in Jndicting a 
generation. Pretending to speak 
for the Administration, they describe 


Americans who lived before they came on the scene to set everything 
right as moved only by greed and actuated by selfishness to the point of 
savagery. Under-Secretary Tugwell has invented a phrase for it which 
he rolls as a sweet morsel under his tongue. He describes the social and 
political system before the New Deal as "cannibalism." 
Men waxed rich 


and powerful by preying upon their fellows, exploiting them to the last 
gasp, tearing them economically limb ;from limb, and rejecting/ every 
idea and principle of human welfare and .brotherhood....;. 


This is a picture in which the colors are false and. the drawing 


distorted out of all recognition. Theyperiqcl";trfus-''clefained-was'really one 
•of great social advance. Labor was'more and 'more coming into its own; 
The standards of living were steadily lifted. 
More was done for free 


education than ever before. 
The .good things of life were "in widest 


commonalty spread." Of course, there were greedy and grasping citi- 
zens. Just as there are now, and will be, under the.New Deal. But a large 
body of enlightened legislation was enacted to curb their power, clip 
their privilege, and. punish them for crimes against''society. Statistics 
could be piled up and ^living memories drawn upon to prove that these 
violent attacks upon a generation now passing 'are unfounded and 
slanderous. 


It may be said that they are so extreme as to defeat themselves. 


Why take trouble to confute maligners whom no sensible man believes? 
The answer may be like that which Sir Horace Plunkett once gave when 
asked why he did not ignore those who were opposing his plans for Ire- 
land. He replied that he was perfectly willing to let sleeping dogs lie, 
but would never consent to let-lying dogs sleep. People do well to re- 
spnt such gross misrepresentations of the times through which they have 
lived and which they understand by actual experience. They are en- 
titled to repel with indignation reckless and untruthful charges against 
their own fathers and mothers. It is not true that the rule of tooth and 
claw prevailed in this country until March 4, 1933. It is not true that the 
milk of human kindness was unknown in-this country before that date. 
If the New Deal is to succeed, it will be- because it has caught up and 
embodied ideals and aspirations which, had their birth and growth in the 
epoch now so ignorantly denounced by those who fancy that they are 
making all things new. 


Exaggeration and vituperation ought, to be shunned by the New 


Dealers. Let them modestly strive to build a little higher and broader 
upon the foundations well laid by their ancestors. Unless they can fit 
their work into the American tradition, which has been one ol steady 
progress in social amelioration, it will crumble and perish in their hands. 
It ought to be sufficient for them to endeavor to make their future copy 
fair our past, without painting that past as something revolting and 
abominable.—New York Times

While drought has turned large food-producing areas into 
temporary deserts, other sections of the nation have crops m eas­ 
urably above the average. « Generally speaking, the eastern and 
southeastern states have not been seriously affected by the dry 
weather which has plagued the midwest. 
Likewise the Pacific 
states are producing more t h a i average yields of foodstuffs. 
Furthermore, there are the heavy surpluses of staple food 
products overhanging the markets for years. 
Now they can be 
used up, supplementing any possible shortages in current produc­ 
tion. 
It is on the basis of these facts that President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Wallace prepare policies aimed to prevent drought 
profiteering. 
Wallace warns that living costs may be expected 
to rise in the fall, but is justified in his estimate that the increase 
should not be more than 6 or 7 per cent.

CUTTING THE COSTS 


The secretary of the treasury’s decision to cut out m any useless 
trim m ings in the construction of federal buildings in the future is a 
good one. 
Mr. M orgenthau’s purpose is economy. 
The cost of construction, 
the secretary believes, can be reduced from 1 0 to 2 0 per cent by elim inat­ 
ing merely decorative features th a t add nothing to the utilitarian value 
of the structures. 
He explains, at the same time, th a t it is not ’his in ­ 
tention to make public buildings ugly piles of steel and granite, devoid of 
any features appealing to the eye. 
But few ornate decorations will be 
employed and there will be a more economical use of space. 
Instruc­ 
tions to this effect have been given federal architects. 
Simplicity rath er 
th an ornateness is to be the rule. 
The money saved, which in its total should run into large figures, 
certainly could be put to better use th an in the installing of huge and 
elaborately decorated bronze doors where sm aller and less costly ones 
would serve the purpose. 
The secretary’s ruling is in keeping with the need of economy in 
governm ental expenditures.

While drought has turned large food-producing areas into 


temporary deserts, other sections of the nation have crops meas- 
urably above the average. , Generally speaking, the eastern and 
southeastern states have not been .-seriously affected by the dry 
weather which has plagued the midwest.

Be- 
ginning thus with the faults of his 
own home folk, Amos passed on 
consistently to mete out condemna- 
tion against the same ills of their

SALES SUCCESS DEMANDS AT­ 
TENTION TO DETAILS 
There are three major factors that 
enter into the success of selling pro­ 
ducts: namely, salesmanship, qual­ 
ity, and attractive appearance or 
display. 
A pleasant personality, the ability 
to meet people, and the simple rules 
of salesmanship help in a large way 
to sell merchandise of any kind. 
Quality has always been regarded 
as very important. Products should 
be young, tender and fresh. 
Qual­ 
ity does not mean the same thing 
in all products, however, and 
the 
salesman should know what con­ 
stitutes good quality in 
different 
products. 
Attractive appearance holds good 
for both the salesman and the pro­ 
duct sold. 
Cover the stand with 
clean paper or other material, ar­ 
range the products so as to attract 
attention of others, and grade pro­ 
duct* 
carefully according ' to sifce, 
shape and color. 
Your personal 
appearance, products, -and exhibit 
table should be attractive. 
A few 
suggestions in regard to vegetable 
products might be in order. 
Sweet corn loses one-third of its 
sugar in 24 hours under warm con­ 
ditions. 
Never pull corn in the 
heat of the day when the ears are 
warm and place them in baskets, 
bags, or piles. 
Pull corn when the 
ears are cool and spread them out 
on a cool floor or on the grass under 
a tree. 
Corn is best in quality as I 
•oon as the grains are filled out ! 
Well; it is then in the milk stage. 
All bunched crops, such as beets, 
Carrots, radishes, onions and others 
•hould be carefully graded according 
•p size, shape and color. 
Uniform- 
Wf is regarded as very important. 
They should be carefully washed and 


sugar if kept in a warm tempera­ 
ture after picking. 
String beans should be full size, 
stringless, brittle with seeds im­ 
mature. 
Try to pick or grade peas 
and beans so that all pods will be 
about the same age, otherwise they 
will cook unevenly. 
Cabbage and lettuce are usually 
sold by the pound or head.

should be solid, crisp and sweet. 
Cucumbers are sold as pickles and 
slicers. 
Grading is important and 
is usually done according to size. 
Pickles from one to three inches 
long are popular for sweet pickles, 
from three to five inches long for 
sour or dill pickles and over five 
inches for slicing. 
Slicing cucum­ 
bers should be graded according to 
size, color and 
age. 
The 
color 
should be dark green, not white at 
the tips, and the seed should be 
immature or very small. 
Lima beans may be sold by weight 
or measure, either in the pods or 
shelled. 
Try to have them the 
same age; do not mix green ones 
with the older white ones. 
They 
should be large in size and green in 
color. 
If shelled, keep them cool. 
They turn color easily and quickly 
after shelling, especially if they are 
bruised. 
Tomatoes may be graded 
into 
three grades: 1—large smooth fruit 
uniform in size. 
2-1-seconds which 
are a little rough and variable in 
size. 
3—culls w’hich should be left 
at home. 


know what basis of selecting a young 
bull from pedigree will give greater 
assurance that his daughters will 
be capable of high production. Re­ 
cent investigations indicate that the 
records of half sisters, both mater­ 
nal and paternal, are of greater 
value in predicting the producing 
ability of a young bull’s future 
daughters than is the record of his 
own dam. 
The records of the dam’s 
half sisters are as important as her 
own record. 
Since the young sire receives his 
genetic factors equally from his sire 
and dam, more interest should be 
given to locating foundation cows 
capable of transmitting factors for 
high production to her daughters. 
Finally, in selecting a young herd 
sire, he should be sired by a proved 
bull whose daughters are uniformly 
high producers and superior to their 
dams. 
Attention should be given 
not only to the dam’s record but 
also to the records of her sisters 
and her daughters. 
Selection of 
young bulls on this basis will prove 
more successful 
than 
the 
usual 
method of placing undue emphasis 
on the record of the dam.

In the selection of a young dairy 
sire much emphasis has been placed 
upon the production records of his 
dam and other dams in the pedi­ 
gree.

FUMIGATE GRAIN BINS 
CONTROL WEEVILS 
Farmers who are having trouble 
with grain weevils can get relief 
by fumigating 
their 
grain 
bins. 
These weevils include a number of 
grain or flour feeding insects which 
work on the grain in storage. 
Ex­ 
tremely hot weather has increased 
the development of these insects 
and, as a result, a larger amount of 
damage has occurred earlier in the 
season than usual. 
In controlling weevils the barns 
should be kept clean of scattered 
grains and the bins then fumigated 
with carbon bisulphide. The chemi­ 
cal is used at the rate of 3 pounds 
to 100 bushels of grain. 
If the 
granary is large and there is any 
considerable space not filled with 
bins or some bins are 
empty, 5 
pounds of carbon bisulphide to 1,- 
000 cubic feet of air space should be 
added. 
Shallow tins containing the ma­ 
terial are placed on top of the grain. 
These are distributed at different 
points so that the gas from the 
chemical will go down from the sur­ 
face into the grain. 
The carbon 
bisulphide gas is heavier than air 
and will sink completely through 
the grain. 
Since carbon bisulphide 
is very explosive, 
it should 
be 
handled carefully and all open lights 
should be kept away from it. 
The 
granary should be kept closed for 
at least 36 hours after which i£ may 
be aired out.

FUMIGATE GRAIN fiiNS TO 


CONTROL WEEVILS 


Farmers who are having trouble 
with grain weevils can get relief 
yy fumigating their' grain 
bins. 
These weevils include-^ number of 
grain or flour feeding insects which 
work on the grata in storage. 
Ex- 


;remely hot weather, has increased 
the development of these insects 
and, as a'result, a larger amount of 
damage has occurred earlier th the 
season than usual. 


In controlling, weevils the. barns 
should be kept clean of scattered 
grains and the bins then fumigated 
with carbon bisulphide. The chemi- 
cal Is used at the rate of 3 pounds 
to 100 bushels ol grain. 
If the 


granary 'is 'large and there is any 
considerable space hot filled with 
bins- or some- bins are - empty, 5 
pounds of carbon bisulphide to 1,- 
300 cubic feet of air space should be 
added. 
Shallow tins containing the ma- 


terial are 'placed on top of the grain. 
These are distributed at different 
points so that the gas from 
the 
chemical will go down from the sur- 
face Into the grain. 
The carbon 
bisulphide gas is heavier than "air 
and will sink completely through 
the grain. 
Since carbon bisulphide 


is very explosive, it should ; be 
handled carefully and all open lights 
should be kept away from it. 
The 


granary should be kept closed for 
at least 36 hours after which if, may 
be aired out.

Eyes Taped. 
Halifax, N. S., Aug. 17.—John S. 
Labatt, wealthy London, Ont., brew­ 
er, was blindfolded with strips of 
tape during the entire period of his 
confinement by the kidnapers who 
suddenly released him last night on 
the outskirts of Toronto. This was 
revealed to International News Serv­ 
ice today by his sister, Mrs. R. E. 
Balders, who received full informa­ 
tion on the details of the kidnaping 
by telephone from another sister, 
Mrs. Chipman, in Montreal. 
“My brother was released on St. 
Clair avenue,” Mrs. Balders said. 
“He was turned out of a car there. 
My sister told me his health was all 
right and that his detention did not 
seem to have affected him. He is 
with my brother this morning and 
they have left for their home in 
London. 
“He was blindfolded and his eyes 
were taped from the time he was 
seized and he told the family that 
he had no idea of where he was de­ 
tained. He was not, the family stat­ 
ed, injured in any way but is more 
or less shaken by his experience. 
He could not give any idea of the 
location of the place where he was 
held or how far it was from the 
point where he was seized in his car 
about eight miles from Sarnia.” 
Details of Release. 
Details of the release were receiv­ 
ed by Mrs. Balders in a telephone 
conversation at 10 a. m. Earlier, at 
6:30 o’clock, she received a brief 
message from the family telling of 
her brother’s safe return. 
At that 
time Mrs. Balders collapsed from 
strain and relief. 
She and her husband, Major R. E. 
Balders, have not left their cottage 
in the fashionable summer colony 
of Boulderwood since the kidnaping 
took place, the young woman scarce­ 
ly leaving the room where the tele­ 
phone is located as she anxiously 
awaited word of developments.

FUMIGATE GRAIN BINS TO 


CONTROL WEEVILS 


Farmers who are having trouble 


with grain weevils can get relief 
by fumigating their' grain 
bins. 


These weevils include sa number of 
grain or flour feeding insects which 
work on the grain in storage. 
Ex- 


tremely hot weather has increased 
the development of these insects 
and, as a result, a larger amount of 
damage has occurred earlier in the 
season than usual. 


In controlling weevils the. barns 


should, be kept clean of scattered 
grains and the bins then fumigated 
with carbon bisulphide. The chemi- 
cal is used at the rate of 3 pounds 
to 100 bushels of grain. 
If the 


granary'is large and there Is any 
considerable space hot filled with 
bins or some bins are 
empty. 5 


pounds of carbon bisulphide to 1 - 
000 cubic feet of air space should be 
added. 


Shallow tins containing the ma- 


;erial are placed on top of the grain 
These are distributed at different 
points so that the gas from 
the 


chemical will go down from the sur- 
ace Into the grain. 
The carbon 


bisulphide gas is heavier than air 
and will sink completely through 
the grain. 
Since carbon bisulphide 


is very explosive, 
it should 
be 


handled carefully and all open lights 
should be kept away from it. 
The 


granary should be kept closed for 
at least 36 hours after which it may 
be alr«d out.

the outskirts of Toronto. This was 
revealed to International News Serv- 
ice today by his sister, Mrs. R. E 
Haiders, who received full Informa- 
tion on the details of the kidnaping 
by telephone from another sister 
Mrs. Chipman, in Montreal. 


"My brother was released on St 


Glair avenue," Mrs. Balders said 
"He was turned out of a car there. 
My sister told me his health was all 
right and that his detention did not 
seem to have affected him. He is 
with my brother this morning and 
they have left for their home in 
London. 


"He was blindfolded and his eyes 


were taped from the time he was 
seized and he told the family that 
he had no idea of where he was de- 
tained. He was not, the family stat- 
ed, injured in any way but is more 
or less shaken by his experience. 
He could not give any idea of the 
location of the place where he was 
held or how far it was from the 
point where he was seized in his car 
about eight miles from Sarnia." 


Details of Release. 


Details of the release were receiv- 


'ed by Mrs. Balders in a telephone 
conversation at 10 a. m. Earlier, at 
6:30 
o'clock, she received a brief 


message from the family 'telling of 
her brother's safe return.

time Mrs. Balders collapsed from 
strain and relief. 


She and her husband, Major R. E. 


Balders, have not left their cottage

Moak Is the secretary of the Amer- 
ican Association of Medical Milk 
Commission Inc. of which the local 
body is a unit. 


Vitamin D milk is new to this 


part of the country but has been 
found eminently successful in the 
east and midwest. It is 
certified 


milk to which Vitamin D has been 
added through the process of feed- 
ing irradiated yeast to the cows. Ex- 
haustive research by milk scientists 
has proven that by this method 
more Vitamin D is put into a bot- 
tle of milk than would be found in 
an ordinary dose of cod liver oil and 
viosterol. 


"Investigation 
has proven con- 


clusively the value of Vitamin 
D 


milk" said Dr. Moak "and this coun- 
ty is to be congratulated upon the 
fact that Dr. Taylor is making it 
possible for it to be purchased here. 
There are three methods of inject- 
ing this into the milk, one of them 
being the arc light method, another 
the injection of an oil concentrate 
and the third the feding of irradi- 
ated yeast to the cows.

old hanseatlc traditions o£ independ- 
ence are still existent and address- 
ing by radio relays standing audi- 
ences in every public square of every 
city of the Reich, he will warm 
hearts with a picture of a glorious 
future for Germany in Nazi unity. 


Flags Arc Flying. 


Already the flags are flying from 


every home, by order of the govern- 
ment in celebration of the coming 
great electoral victory.

Ordered To Vote Yes. 


The patriotic duty of every citi- 


zen, 
the .government constantly in- 


fovms him with every media of com- 
munication, is to vote "yes" Sun- 
day — to register his or her approval 
of Hitler's assumption of the powers 
of the presidency.

j Vitamin D milk Thursday at noon 
when a luncheon conference was 
held with Dr. Harris Moak at the 
Everglad Certifield Milk farm of 
Dr. Frederick Taylor of Pulaski. Dr. 
Moak is the secretary of the Amer- 
ican Association of Medical Milk 
Commission Inc, of which the local 
body is a unit. 


Vitamin D milk is new to this 


part of the country but has been 
found eminently successful in the 
east and midwest. It is 
certified 


milk to which Vitamin D has been 
added through the process of feed- 
ing irradiated yeast to the cows. Ex- 
haustive research by milk scientists 
has proven that by this method 
more Vitamin D is put into a bot- 
tle of milk than would be found in 
an ordinary dose of cod liver oil and 
viosterol. 


"Investigation 
has proven con- 


clusively the value of Vitamin 
D 


milk" said Dr. Moak "and this coun- 
ty is to be congratulated upon the 
fact that Dr. Taylor is making it 
possible for it to be purchased here. 
There are three methods of inject- 
ing this into the milk, one of them 
being the arc light method, another 
the injection of an oil concentrate 
and the third the feding of irradi- 
ated yeast to the cows. Of the three 
wo believe the feeding process to be 


the best in that it makes it possible 
to get a uniform quality at all times.

I been raising the point: 
“Who is to utilize these new op­ 
portunities as they are opened up?”

In an era when immigrants were 
pouring constantly into the country 
and large families were the rule no 
question of this sort presented itself. 
Today, however, while a decline has 
not actually set in, the rate of in­ 
crease is dwindling fast, and Pro­ 
fessor Baker (backed by many ac­ 
tuarial statistics) makes the predic­ 
tion th at national population will be 
stationary within two decades. Then, 
argues the professor, if there is an 
increase in some one particular area, 
it will follow th a t some other area 
will hare to be correspondingly de­ 
pleted.

Senator Henrik Shipstead of Min- 
nesot r, has reasoned persistently, in

nomics. We no longer are a people 
adapted to expansion and enterprise. 
We gravitate into an old m an’s coun­ 
try, which may do very well, but is 
quite a different thing from what 
we have had. If we are determined 
to grow old we must accept the lim- 


New Dealers apparently are not 
altogether unmindful of the peculiar 
situation which presents itself. 
That is to say, they propose a

(International N ew s Service) 
PARIS, Aug. 17.—Two Americans 
are reopening one of the richest 
goldflelds of the ancient Roman em­ 
pire, it was learned today.

The goldflelds are situated around 
the little country village of Vila De 
Rei, 20 miles north of the Tagus 
river.

Briefly, it is this—the gas is collected in 


gathering lines from the producing wells in the 
scattered fields and piped to main line com-
